OVER TEH THOUSAND DOLLARS DRAWN 


Handed Out Without Protect or Ques- 


tion by the I.ody Cashier of the

after the Hank of El Rono opened fo^ 
the transaction of business, yesterday 
morning1, a stranger entered and en- 
gajfod in conversation with Mrs. Sav- 
age, wife of the cashier, who was in 
charge, during1 the temporary absence 
of her husband. The stranger made 
some inquiries in regard to real estate 
in the vicinity, and after receiving- de- 
tails about the property inquired for, 
he walked to an adjacent desk, whera 
he apparently engaged in writing Just 
then another sti anger entered the door 
of the bank and exclaimed: "Hands 
up!" The stranger who had first en- 
tered the hank expressed no surprised 
at the arrival of the second man, and 
was appar ently a companion of his. 


The lady in charge of the bank %vaa 


frightened almost to death at the sight 
of a six-shooter revolver in close prox- 
imity to her face, and at the command 
of the second stranger she went to the 
Bttfc and handed out the monoy stored 
in the vaults, some 110,000

rent 
We probably had fifty kinds of 


worthless money, A man could not go 
to Ht Louis or anywhere else without 
going to a banker and showing him the 
pile of money he had aud ascertaining its 
worth 
A laboring man who was paid 


50o m this currency had no assurance 
that his money would be north anything 
the next dny 
This is the way we bad 


things in the good old days ot "wild ont" 
monny, and for my part I do not wish lo 
see the country return to it.

quality. In the northern counties the 
crop will be mostly ont during the pres- 
ent week. 


The harvesting of oats is general ID 


the northern and central, and about com- 
pleted in the southern counties, where 
the yield is reported good.

look for fruit; MoHenry county reports 
that the apples tire dropping from the

PESTERED BY FLIES, 


An Affliotlon which Is Having a 


Telling Effect on Cattle. 


Complaint comes from fanners in this 


vicinity that cattle are suffering badly 
bom the effects of the files during the 
hot weather. A small bine fly, which is 
unusually abundant, gets on them, digs 
into their skin and pesters them nntil 
they are almost frantic. People who are 
feeding cattle find them falling off in 
tlesh in spite of the tact that paatnrage 
is plenty, and for this season more than 
usually nutritions. The effect on milch 
cows is of a similar character, and the 
milk supply is reported to be diminishing 
in consequence. One farmer states that 
the flies even pursue the cattle at night 
BO that the poor animals get no rest. It 
ia to be expected that this pest will be 
present the remainder of the season, 
since the Hies can subsist as long us the 
cattle last, and nothing bnt the sharp 
frosts ot the autumn can put an end to
